Hog Raisers Told 

Scheme Will Giv

Better Price, Sale 



A floor price, control over 
marketing, and provision of mar- 
kets for hogs were outlined as 
tne advantages under the pro- 
posed hog marketing scnerno by 
Kenneth M. Betzner, president of 
the Ontario Federation of Agri- 
culture, at a meeting of hog pro- 
ducers in Newmarket town hall 
Wednesday night. 

Tne scheme is being proposed 
under the farm products control 

act and in effect, if given the 
icquircd majority vote of two 
Ihirds of the hog producers, will 
enable the producers to exert 
greater control over their prod- 
duct in the matter of price and 
marketing. Hog producers, under 
the terms of the scheme anyone 
who raises hogs for marketing, 
have until Dec. 8 to send in their 
ballot. First, however, the pro- 
ducer must register with W. M. 
Cock burn, York county agricul- 
ture representative, in writing or 
in person before he can vole. 

Mr. Betzner said that the 
scheme was needed as a means to 
maintain the British market. 
"Irregularity of supply cost us 
the market after the last war and 
threatens to cost us our present 
market now," he said. "Through 
the hog marketing scheme, it is 
hoped to provide a continuous 
flow of hogs overseas." 

Another incentive to the 
scheme was the need of the far- 
mer for a guaranteed price for 
his product, he declared. He 
pointed lo recent strike action in 
packing plants and said that the 
wage increase sought by the 
packing house workers would 
have come out of the farmers' 
pockets. The need to develop 
new markets has also had a part 
in inspiring the scheme, Mr. 
Betzner stated. "The farmer 
spends practically nothing to sell 
his product," he declared. 

The draft of the marketing 
•-rcheme provides for a negotiat- 
ing committee of producers to 
meet with processors to set 
prices. Mr. Betzner, pointing to 



the price fluctuations that exist 
at present, declared that there 
was no reason for the farmer to 
have to gamble on the market as 
he does at present. "A floor price 
on hogs can be set here just as 
it is in Australia," he said. 

Also included in the draft is 
provision for the" payment of two 
cents a hog by the producer to- 
wards the costs of the scheme, 
provision for the licensing of 
buyers, processors and truckers. 
The scheme will have provincial 
wide jurisdiction over the mar- 
keting of hogs if carried. 

Mr. Betzner v/as asked wheth- 
er or not, if the scheme was ac- 
cepted, the producer would be 
told how many hogs he must pro- 
duce. "The Hog Producers Asso- 
ciation has no intention of doing 
that," he said. 'There is a fluc- 
tuation in production from win- 
ter to summer and there might 
be a regulation in this respect in 
order to provide a regular flow 
of hogs to the market." 

Question: "Would the price be 
the same all over the province?" 

Answer: "Yes, except for a 
slight differential in regards to 
distance." 

Question: "Why should there 
be fluctuations in price?" 

Answer: "Your guess is as 
good as mine. The processors 
have a floor price and a ceiling 
price. There is no reason for it." 

Question: "What if the small 
butcher wanted to pay more in 
order to get hogs?" 

Answer: "There is no restric- 
tion here, no ceiling. There will 
be no interference with existing 
marketing arrangements." 

Question: "What if packers 
would not pay the price?" 

Answer: "It would be a good 
thing. The farmers would get 
mad enough to build their own 
packing house." 

Question: "How will floor price 

be based?" 

Answer: "Floor price will be 

based on quality product. The 

jqualily product will always sell."

Following some discussion, a 
committee was named to report 
on the advisability of a burglar 
alarm for the school safe. Sug- 
gestions included the type 6i 
alarm that rings a bell outside 
the school when the safe is being 
tampered with. 

Mr. Manning suggested that 
the board consider the hiring of 
a second caretaker in the near 
future. "Then we should have 
night and day watch," he stated. 

Mr. Mills read the report of 
the commercial inspector, T. O. 
W. Fowler who commended the 
principal and staff of the high 
school for the high standard of 
the commercial department. He 
noted the practice of letting stu- 
dents get business experience in 
local business offices and said he 
"very much approved of it."

Municipal council of Whit-

Another action which council 
voiced disapproval of was the 
proposal of J. B. Waterhousc and 
others to have the town of New- 
market take over a certain sec- 
tion of land adjacent to that 
town and lying in the township. 
The deputy-reeve introduced 
the resolution, seconded by 
Councillor Logan, "That we, the 
council of Whitchurch, are in 
opposition to the petition of Mr. 
Watcrhouse to have the town of 
Newmarket annex that part of 
the township of Whitchurch 
known as Park Ave. and Wood- 
mount Ave., as set out in a 
petition filed with this council. 

"Further, we beg to point out 
this is valuable properly and 
that its annexation would seri- 
ously affect the assessment in 
the school section in which it is 
situated. 

"And that we would ask that 
no action be taken by the On- 
tario Municipal Board until this 
council has an opportunity to 
Interview the ratepayers in the 
section, and prepare a case for 
presentation to the board." 

The resolution passed unani- 
mously. 

Council decided to petition the 
Ontario Department of High- 
.Avays to take early action in re- 
moving the bottle-neck alleged 
to exist on Yongc St. between 
Steele's Corners and Richmond 
IIHI. The petition will urge 
that this be made, an early pro- 
ject irrespective of any other 
undertakings the department 
may have to relieve the condi- 
dition on Yonge St. Deputy- 
Reeve Evans sponsored the peti- 
tion. 

J. W. Berry whose property is 
just around the corner on the 
5th concession north of the 
Markham* townline called atten- 
tion by letter to a bad condition 
on the road in front of his 
premises and urged immediate 
I repairs; Council was informed 
that the road foreman already 
had the matter under considera- 
tion. 

The question of whether the 
council should support one mill 
expenditure on the 1940 tax rate 
for extensions to city hospitals 
as recommended by the York 
county council was left to the 
discretion of the reeve and dep- 
uty-reeve who are now attending 
the November session. It was 
pointed out that the urgent need 
for captital outlay due to lack of 
accommodation was pressing, 
and if the County of York failed- 
to assume n fair share it might 
be asked to care for its own sick, 
and this, it was said, would be 
. most costly way.

BELOW 100 ACRES, FIND 
FARM COSTS TOO HIGH

The Newmarket East Radio 
Forum met Nov. 12 at Stanley 
Boyd's home. The broadcast 
originated from Rcgina, Snsk., on 
the topic, "Can we do without 
the small fann?" The subject 
proved rather controversial as 
speakers waxed eloquent over 
the large farm, the small farm 
and merits of co-operative fann- 
ing. 

Our group decided that a farm 
of less than 100 acres often had 
too much overhead. It takes as 
much machinery and capital os 
a large farm. In this district the 
average farm is about 100 acres 
and should, if efficiently farmed 
and business methods followed, 
produce n decent living for the 
average family. 

In western Canada more fann- 
ers arc needed os millions of 
acres are yet untillcd. If more 
houses were available in On- 
tario, more homes would ho 
established on. the family farm 
or in rural centres. 

The family mokes o good 
working unit but if not efficient, 
cooperative farming should be 
on alternative where more peo- 
ple can share community inter- 
ests nnd promote democracy. 
Government assistance could bo 
given for soil conservation, 
Irrigation, and especially fall 
flood control.

Last spring, I held a short 
symposium on 'what's wrong 
with sport in Newmarket.' Dur- 
I ing the summer, while catching 
In few sport notes for The Era 
and Express, I had an excellent 
opportunity to study the situa- 
tion from the inside. As a result 
I would say that of all the fac- 
tors which arc cramping the ex- 
pansion of sport in town, weak 
organization was the most im- 
portant. 

Each branch of sport is guid- 
ed by a separate faction or 
clique who with the very best of 
intentions ore running their own 
little side-show and all pulling 
against one another because of 
no over-all community co-ordin- 
ation. I witnessed a scene at 
the Stuart Scott grounds 6no 
evening last summer that re- 
minded me of the Maitlnnd- 
Bradford lacrosse riot years ago. 
However, it was not so serious, 
just two softball factions spat- 
ting for the use of the diamond. 
Incidontly, the girls won; they 
always do. 

Baseball is a highly scientific 
game; order is the basis of all 
science. Consequently, unless 
we organize it on n broad, 
thorough basis we cannot hope 
to develop good players because 
it will fail to attract the best 
baseball men as leaders cither in 
ui\ executive or practical capa- 
city. Last summer we had the 
unhappy experience of seeing 
our midget team reach the 
O.B.A. play-offs bankrupt with 
no organization behind them 
whatever. The York Lions 
league officials were compelled 
to come into the town and ap- 
point an executive and coaches 
so tlie boys could continue in 
the playdowns. That I believe 
is an all time low for this town. 

The ladies' softball league had 
a fairly successful season with a 
long three-team schedule. How- 
ever, it locked a fitting climax 
because we failed lo organize 
the district for entry in O.L.S.A. 
play-offs. 

Every community must do its 
share in organizing farther 
afield than their own little back 
yard. For instance, if the mem- 
orial arena is not to become a 
white elephant for the corpora- 
tion ns it was for its original 
private owners, this brooder 
phase of sport organization must 

bo studied and adhered t°-

MAIN ST. JUST 
AS IMPORTANT 



For a time, it appeared as if that long awaited 
widening of Main St. would be accomplished. 
However, as on other occasions, when the excite- 
ment had died down there was Main St., as nar- 
row as before, with no signs of anything being 
done about it. What is there about the task that 
those responsible for its accomplishment should 
shun it so? 

The omission becomes all the more glaring in 
view of the extensive preparations which are be- 
ing made by which it is hoped to attract new 
industries to town. The site north of Queen St. 

and on the east sidcj of the river has been neatly 

levelled and men are at present removing the old 
concrete bridgework which is all that remains to 
mar one of the finest industrial locations New- 
market has ever had. Is it not paradoxical that 
in its efforts to attract new industries, the- town 
should provide such an excellent site but over- 
look the advantages of an attractive Main St. 

An easily travelled main thoroughfare is just 
as important as an attraction to new business as 
are appropriate sites. There arc few industries 
that would willingly expose their transportation 
to the lost time that results from daily traffic tie- 
ups on the main steet. But of even more concern 
is the question that Newmarket citizens will be 
asking. Why, they will say, is the town going to 
the expense of providing industrial sites for new 
industries but doing so little for its own citizens. 

Industrial sites arc important to the town. 
None will dispute their value nor the cost of pro- 
viding them. Let it not be forgotten however 
that a wide Main St. is also an attraction for new 
industries and more important, an obligation long 
standing to Newmarket ratepayers.

DISTRUST, SELFISHNESS 
DARKEN WORLD SCHEME

The atomic bomb brought early victory in the 
war against Japan. It threatens to shatter the 
peace. Having learned from experience the 
terrifying effects of this new weapon, its dis- 
coverers hesitate to make its secret known to the 



» 



nations in general. Their failure to do so has 
created distrust and jealousy, particularly on the 
part of the Soviet government, which sees its im- 
mense military power neutralised by the fact 
that their quondam allies possess means of mak- 
ing all Russia's armies and air force impotent. 

If the nations had more confidence in one an- 
other, the simple solution would be an agreement 
that atomic energy having won the war should 
end war; in other words, a mutual pledge that 
the atomic bomb should never again be manu- 
factured or used. The secret of splitting the 
atom could then be placed at the disposal of all 
nations for peaceful uses. Unfortunately, there 
is not mutual trust and goodwill among the great 
powers. Yet it is a question whether it wouldn't 
be safer to act on this principle than to attempt 
to hold the bomb as a potential threat to aggres- 
sors. That is the problem that President Truman, 
Premier Attlee and Premier Mackenzie King will 
wrestle with at Washington. 

The high hopes that the great powers would 
combine to frame and maintain a just peace, on 
the basis of the Atlantic Charter, have been sadly 
disappointed. Instead, they are at such odds 
among themselves that they have not ventured 
even to talk of a peace conference, lest if one 
were called their differences should be accentu- 
ated. France, which lost the war, is bent on win- 
ning the fruits of a victory to which she made 
slight contribution, by attaining her long cherish- 
ed ambition to keep watch on the Rhine and to 
exploit the riches of the Ruhr. Russia seems to 
have renewed her desire to extend the bounds 
and influence of Communism, by forcing the 

Soviet system upon satellite neighbours, whose 
reluctant inhabitants are being subjected to a 

reign of terror differing only in degree from that 
of the Nazis. In effect, as has been pointed out 
by Waller Lippmann, the Soviet government is 
succeeding only in making itself and communism 
disliked both in the countries Russia seeks lo 
dominate and throughout the democratic world. 
The sympathy and admiration which the- Russians 
had won for their valor in war, and in some 
•quarters for their political and economic system, 
is rapidly evaporating in the light of the ill- 
disciplined actions of their occupational troops 
and the grasping selfishness of their rulers. 

Czechoslovakia is no belter off than she was 
following Munich, while Poland has been cut in 
two and is being subjected lo Soviet domination. 
The same condition exists in Yugoslavia and in 
Bulgaria. Yet even those who denounced Munich 
and appeasement do not suggest intervention. It 
is now recognized that the western powers can do 
little for these eastern nations, and that their in- 
terference lends to aggravate rather than to 
improve the situation. But far from strengthen- 
ing their position in the post-war world, the 
Moscow statesmen arc driving their country into 
a position of isolation. The tragedy is that in do- 
ing so they threaten lo provoke an armed truce 
instead of the permanent peace which had been 
the goal for which the democratic nations wore 
fighting. 

It might have been expected that the destruc- 
tion and horrors of the war would have convinced 
the whole world that there was nothing to be 
gained by attempting to settle differences, do- 
mestic or international, by force of arms. But 
with civil war In China, the East Indies and South 
America, and military power still dominant in 
Europe, it would appear that the awful lessons 
of the past six years have not yet been brought 
home to mankind. There is less idealism today 
than there was after the close of Ihe Great War.

"Any repudiation of 
our committments to the dead is 
unforgiveable."

and self-grabbing must go, ft* 
said. "There must be a real 
dedication and a grim determha- 
ation on the part of all of us to 
make this sick, sad old world ■ 
better place to live. Then 
dead will not have died in

hope you have already loon* 
since coming home that ibe 
Christian church has 
many lessons. Since you 
away, the Christian church 
tried to free itself of much 
rowness and hypocrisy-

He urged those who had 
ed in the late war to take 
active part in the life of 
own church.

others except those who 
learned that Christianity ts 
merely a creed to be 
about, but a way of life and 
duet.

FOR TOWN FORESEEN 

Aurora's bank loan which 
stood at $20,000 early in lh« 
year had been reduced to $8,000 
by Nov. 1, according to the fin- 
ancial statement prepared by 
Clerk A. C. A. Willis, and with 
few heavy expenditures facing 
council, including the county 

levy, and a balance of $22,700 in 
current taxes still to come, Au- 
rora councillors arc confident 
they will close their books with 
a nice . *irplus. 

This would mean the 1946 
council would not have to bor- ' 
row nearly the usual amount 
required to tide the town over 
until incoming taxes are paid. 
In addition the municipality has 
yet to receive the one-mill sub- 
sidy from the provincial govern- 
ment. 

One of the chief sources for 
the improved financinl position 
is the government grant to the 
schools.
